Bob Thomas at

The ease of their conversation 


is remarkable, considering the 
fact that their remarks had to 
be interpreted—neither speaks 
the 
other's 
language 
with 


enough fluency. But there was a 
meeting of their two minds that 
transcended any language bar- 
rler. Truffaut had done his 
homework well; he seemed to 
be familiar with every scene 
Hitchcock ever directed, 


Tne pair devoted much dis- 


cussion to "The Birds," which

Thus, no expert uses the 


jump to four no-trump in re- 
sponse to an opening bid of one 
or two no-trump as anything 
but a no-trump raise. If our 
expert wants to ask for aces, 
he may jump in a suit first 
and then bid four no-trump or 
he may jump to four clubs. 
This is the Gerber conven- 
tion, which treats certain four- 
club bids as ace demands. 
Partner -responds with; four/ 
diamonds to show no ace or 
four, four hearts to show one 
ace, four spades to show two 
and four no-trump to show 
three. 


With 15 high card points, 


North wanted to be in a slam 
if his partner had a good no- 
trump opening. In that case, 
North figured that aces would 
take care of themselves. 


South might well have 


passed, but he liked the fact 
that his 16 high card points 
included three aces and a 
king and that his fifth heart 
would probably be a trick. 


When he saw the dummy, 


he felt fairly happy. He could 
count 11 easy tricks and had 
a possible 12th in clubs. If this 
didn't materialize, there was 
a two-way diamond finesse at 
his disposal. 


He could have made the 


hand easily by playing East 
for ace and one club, but that 
seemed too extreme, so he 
played dummy's king of clubs 
on West's 10. East took his 
ace and returned a heart.

Vou are usually safe indoors 
d u r i n g an electrical storm 
and, according to the National 
Safety Council, you need not 
be afraid to Use the telephone, 
despite the fact that a 6-year- 
old boy in Lexington, Ky., was 
electrocuted while talking on 
the telephone. Careful investi- 
gation showed that in this 
unusual a c c i d e n t lightning 
first s t r u c k an improperly 
grounded television antenna. 
It then traveled down to a 
window air conditioner that 
was running and entered the 
body of the boy, who was 
leaning against or seated very 
close to this device. 


If you are driving your car 


when an electrical storm oc- 
curs, your safest spot is in- 
side the car. Unless the rain 
is so heavy as to interfere 
with visibility, there is no 
need to stop the car. 
Your 
tires are a poor conductor of 
electricity and will prevent 
any lightning that strikes your 
car from being grounded, if 
you must pull off the road, 
don't park under a tree or 
near a telephone pole because 
the lightning might cause it 
to fall on top of your car. If 
by some remote chance an 
overhead electric wire should 
fall on your car, your best bet 
is to remain inside it until 
help arrives. During this time, 
avoid touching any of the 
metal parts inside your car. 
If you want to summon help 
by sounding your horn, you 
should use a wooden stick or 
piece of plastic to press the 
button.

ttsually by adding to a workforce 
that now number 700,000. Wages 
have increased far more than 
productivity. Meanwhile the defi- 
cit has soared and service has 
deteriorated. 
In the past two 


years, to their consternation, 
mail volume has risen at almost 
double the normal 3 per cent an- 
nual rate. It was up 9 per cent 
from December 1965. Last Octo- 
ber a mail jam in Chicago demon- 
strated the sobering fact that the 
U.S. mail system can break down.

rence F. O'Brien is turning out 
to be the strongest, most ima- 
ginative boss the department has 
eye^hfd. The Post Office is like 
no businessmen earthtj It Is.and 
forever will riffiam a "political 
Institution. O'Brien is running 
the show. Overriding his cautious 
engineers, he launched a $100- 
million crash mechanization pro- 
gram — includinga computer cen- 
ter, which eventually will keep 
track of mail flow and manpower 
use in the seventy-five largest 
post offices. 


"Most of today's mail is col- 


lected, processed, and delivered 
by the same methods employed a 
century ago. Even in a post office 
as 
important 
as Chicago's, 


throngs of clerks still perch be- 
fore pigeonhole cages, laborious- 
ly sorting individual letters by 
hand at the rate of about thirty 
a minute. So great is the human 
effort Involved that 81 per cent 
of the Post Office's current bud- 
get of $6.3 billion goes to pay 
workers. 


"Post Office turnover has 


jumped from a prewar 13 per 
cent to a current 21 per cent.

rescue experts rode a creaky, 
makeshift elevator 1,200 feet 
down a murky shaft early today 
to an area where 21 wilt miners 
had been trapped more than 30 
hours. They fount! a fair supply 
of oxygen and heard a motor 
running. 


"There Is some reason to be 


encouraged, some to be discour- 
aged," said F. Clayton Tonm- 
maker, a vice president of Car- 
gill, Inc., owners of the coastal 
salt mine. "Tho mendW not sea 
anyone, saw no lights, heard no 
(human) sounds," 


Tonnamaker said the fact the 


two troubloshooters heard a 
dlesel motor running was en- 
couraging because of the fact it 
could not run unattended more, 
than 30 hours—and the men had 
been Isolated longer than that, 


"This loads us to believe that 


someone started the dlesel after 
the fire/' hesaid. 


The rescue specialists said 


they saw a "red glow" In the 
distance. 


"The red glow means there Is 


a small fire In the area of the 
mine's fan," Tonnamaker said. 
"It Is a small fire, not much 
flame. When the next two men 
go down, If there Is no problem, 
they'll get It out In about lOmin- 
utes." 


Fire meant oxygon was In the 


area, A Carglll spokesman said 
there was a "pretty fair" supply 
of oxygen at the bottom of the 
shaft, enough to sustain life. 


Another exploratory trip down 


the fire-blackened mine shaft 
was delayed while workmen 
placed a protective cover over 
the small elevator, On the first 
trip, one man was slightly in- 
jured when a chunk 6f salt fell, 
striking hill shoulder.

Air Workhorse 
Has Joined 
the Battle

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Navy 


planners report; a new Navy 
plane has been thrown into the 
U.S. campaign to beat down 
North Vietnamese troops threat- 
ening the Marine outpost at Khe 
Sanh. 


It's the snub-nosed A7A Cor- 


sair II, a workhorse attack- 
plane which literally carries its 
own weight in bombs and mis- 
siles and appears'destined to be 
one of the most-bought planes in 
years. 


The first 14-bomber squadron 


was sent to South Vietnam only 
last November but has already 
chalked up more than 500 com- 
bat sorties over North and South 
Vietnam, sources Mid. 


A7A project melnust returned 


from checking on , the plane's 
performance in the war zone 
give it top marks. 
• 


"We were extremely pleased 


to find the A7A operating as ef- 
ficiently as the older squad- 
rons," one test pilot said in an 
interview. 


"Normally the introduction of 


a new plane opens a host of 
technical or maintenance prob- 
lems which must be ironed out 
over a period of months. 


The A7A was practically bug- 


free, which may explain why 
the Navy was able to put it to 
use so quickly in rocket and 
strafing attacks on North Viet- 
nam positions around Khe Sanh.

by the weight-heavy, 


problem-ridden F111B fighter— 
which still hasn't gotten off the 
deck—find it a welcome relief to 
be able to brag about a plane— 
and do. 


"This is one of the easiest 


planes to fly that we've ever 
had," one of the Navy project 
officials stated, "It's a piece of 
cake." 


Among other things, the plane 


has an automated system which 
allows a pilot to land on an air- 
craft carrier practically hands- 
off the controls. 


On bombing missions, a com- 


puter figures out when to re- 
lease the bombs or missiles, 
which is done automatically aft- 
er the pilot flips a couple of 
switches. 


Even at its near-supersonic 


speeds, pilots say, the A7 A rides 
as solid as a limousine"-"it 
doesn't thrash all over the sky" 
as one put it. 


Although the A7A weighs in 


empty at 17,000 pounds, Us su- 
perstrong wings—which connect 
with the fuselage at cockpit lev 
el— plus a high trust engine al- 
low it to tote 10,000 pounds of 
fuel andl another I?,OQO pounds 
in ordnance. 


The ordnance includes bombs, 


and two Sidewinder heat-seek- 
ing missiles plus 6QO rounds of 
lOmm cannon rounds weighing 
three-quarters of a pound each.
